The AAA, in a formal statement, 
said it held the supreme court de- 
cision invalidating processing taxes 
and benefits to farmers for crop re- 
duction did not affect marketing 
agreements, orders or licenses under 
the adjustment act. 

Licenses to Continue.

TODAY TO SELECT 
CONVENTION CITY 


Gov. Talmadge Refuses 
To Pay $50 To Attend 
Jackson Day Dinner and 
Hear President Speak. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.— ) — 
Democratic national committeemen, 
assembled to hear President Roosevelt 
carry forward his re-election cam- 
paign, appeared ready tonight to 
name Chicago for their 1936 conven- 
tion city. 

There were about 2,000 supporters 


ho paid $50 each to attend the 
Sarty’s main Jackson Day dinner and 
applaud their leaders as he sounded 
the keynote for the political battle 
already vigorously under way. 

Tomorrow they will meet for formal 
selection of the time and place where 
democratic delegates undoubtedly will 
designate Mr. Roosevelt for the top 
of the ticket which the party will sub- 
mit to voters next November. 

Drive Goes “Over Top.” 

At Philadelphia a committee an- 
nounced today that a drive for a 8150, 
000 “war chest“ to finance holding the 
convention had gone “over the top.’ 
Philadelphia was another bidder and 
there were reports Atlantie City or 
San Francisco might also seek to be- 
come host. 

The convention time is expected to 
be fixed for some date after the re- 
publican convention meets in Oleve- 
land next June 9. 

As Mr. Roosevelt faced microphones 
arranged to carry his words to more 
than 2,C00 similar Jackson Day din- 
ners throughout the nation, there were 
rifts in democratic harmony. 

Governor Talmadge, of Georgia, was 
in the capital as a democratic nation- 
al committeeman, but he told report- 
ers “if anybody asks why 1 didn't 
attend the dinner, tell them I refused 
to contribute $50 to the war chest of 
this administration.” 

Farley Presides. 

Postmaster General James A Far- 
ley, who also is the democratic nation- 
al chairman, presided over the big din- 
ner tonight. Tomorrow he will address 
the national committee. 

Party leaders contended tonight 
there was every indication of a har- 
monious meeting tomorrow. The plan 
was to wind up all business tomorrow 
and then adjourn. Whether fireworks 
would develop on the floor of the meet- 
ing, however, was a matter of some 
conjecture. 

It developed today that some of the 
resignations of national committee 
members which followed the suggestion 
of the resident that federal office 
holders and those dealing with the 
government directly should not hold 
party offices, have not yet been acted 


upon.

Senate Munitions Com- 
mittee Discloses Eng- 
lish Management of Ri- 
fle Makers During War. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—(/)—The 
virtual wartime operation of several 
American rifle factories by the Brit- 
ish government, after negotiations 
which found J. P. Morgan sitting 
down with the British war council, 
was revealed today by the senate mu- 
nitions committee. 

The arms companies concerned, it 
was testified, were Winchester and 
Remington. ; 

In addition, committee investigators 
disclosed that the State Department, 
with the 1916 election approaching, 
withhe}l from publication for three 
weeks a British note received in the 
course of the controversy over British 
interference with American commerce. 

Evidence to this effect was brought 
out during the protracted sessions to- 
day, with J. P. Morgan, head of the 
powerful financial house, dnd several 
of the partners on the witness stand 
for the second consecutive day. 

Heavy Losses Forecast. 

Both Morgan and Thomas W. La- 
mont, one of his partners who bore 
the brunt of today’s questioning, testi- 
fied that important banking interests 
stood to lose heavily unless the con- 
tract settlements were satisfactory. Un 
these banks, it was testified, they de- 
pended for floating a contemplated 
British loan of $300,000,000. 

The rifle contract provided a high 
spot in a day which produced evidence 
that companies in which Morgan was 
interested sold the Allies $363,000,000 
worth of goods before the United 
States entered the war. In all, as 
purchasing agent for the Allies, the 


chase of $3,000,000,000 of goods for 
the Allies, at a commission of 830, 
000,000. 

In the matter of rifle contracts, 
Morgan, on September 18, 1916, wired 
his British representatives to com- 
municate to British authorities a mes- 
sage, which follows in part:

_ Atlanta will have received public 
improvements valued conservatively at 
more than $12,000,000 from federal 
funds by June 30, and will have ex- 
pended only about $2,000,000 for 
them, if the projected. programs for 
Various improvements are consum- 
mated, it was zevealed yesterday in a 
check of city records. 

Already the federal government has 
expended more than $3,000,000 in lo-

Killed in Colquitt Home 
by Ex-Legislator. 


COLQUITT, Ga., Jan, 8.— Mrs. 
Charlie Mae Houston, 22, comely 
young stenographer, was shot to death 


at 8:80 this morning as-ahe lay In 
bed and tonight W. I. Geer, 62, law 


yer, former member of the state legis- 
lature and until recently, employer of 


Mrs. Houston, is in the Dougherty 


county jail at Albany charged with 
murder, 

Vain infatuation and jealousy of 
attentions his pretty stenographer re- 
ceived from other men is believed here 
to have been the motive of the shoot- 
ing, which has shocked the entire coun- 
ty and which is the sole topic of con- 
versation today on the streets of this 
little town, county seat of Miller 


county. . 

According to Deputy Sheriff B. E. 
Houston, Geer entered a bedroom at 
the home of Mrs. Nora Hatcher, where 
Mrs. Houston was staying, at 8:30 
o'clock this morning. Asleep together 
were Mrs. Vivian Hatcher Pate, 21, 
daughter of Mrs. Hatcher, and Mrs. 
Houston. 

Geer awoke the two young women 
and then, without saying anything to 
either of them, fired one shot at firs 
Houston. Mrs. Pate jumped from the 
bed and ran out of the room, followed 
by Geer. 

Mrs. Houston, wounded, began to 
scream and Geer, still without a word, 
re-entered the room, fired two more 
shots into the body of the terrified 
woman and left. 

Geer had fled north of Albany be- 
fore he was captured. 

Sheriff O. F. Tarver, of Dougherty 
rege notified to be on the lookout 
for the fleeing killer, was told that 
Geer had been seen passing through 
Albany a few moments before. e 
immediately set chase after the fugi- 
tive and caught him on the Dawson 
highway, some half dozen miles north- 
west of Albany. 

Geer was heavily armed when cap- 
tured, but offered no resistance, Sher- 
iff Tarver said he had two pistols and 
a shotgun in his possession. Geer was 
immediately taken to the jail at Al- 
bany. Sheriff Tarver said last night 
that he had been instructed by Su- 
perior Court Judge Worrell to keep 
Geer in the jail until further orders. 

Feeling is running high here. The 
dead woman was a popular member 
of the younger social group. She work- 
ed for Geer until a few days ago. It 
was generally understood that she left 
his employ because of the infatuation 
the aged man had developed for her 
and to escape his unwelcome atten- 
tions. 

Since that time Geer has made 
many fruitless attempts to persuade 
her to return to her job in his office 
and only this morning, less than an 
hour before the tragedy, be asked 
Louis Hatcher, father of the young 
woman who was with Mrs. Houston 
at the time of the shooting, if he 
might see Mrs. Houston. Hatcher said 
he told Geer that Mrs. Jouston did 


NAVAL HIKE SEEN 


France and Great Britain 
To Draw Strong Ring 
Around Italian Fleet. 


LONDON, Jan. 8—(#)—Great 
Britain and France moved suddenly 
to increase their naval strengths 

e Mediterranean. 


council of the League of Nations 
meéts in Geneva January 20, when 
a proposed oil sanction against Italy 
is to come up for consideration. 
France will/send two squadrons, 
involving a total of 92 warships, to 
the Mediterranean. The British 21st 
destroyer flotilla, accompanied by four 
men-of-war of the home fleet, will 
hold a “spring cruise” near Gibraltar 
and replacements will be made which 
will strengthen the Mediterranean 
fleet. 

This unexpected maneuver, which 
appeared to be a move to draw a 
strong naval ring around Italy, quick- 
ly revived speculation in responsible 
circles of London that oil sanctions 
are now likely and that the powers 
are preparing for eventualities in 
case of an act of desperation on the 
part of Premiere Mussolini. 

The British vigorously asserted it 
was pure coincidence that the fleet 
announcements were made in London 


and Paris almost simultaneously. 


Document Guarded. 


But observers noted the move elose- 
ly followed Italian Red Cross bomb- 
ings in Ethiopia and a disclosure the 
British and French general staffs 
had worked out technical arrange- 
ments for mutual assistance under Ar- 
ticle XVI, paragraph 3, of the League 
covenant. The British let it be known 
that the general staff arrangements 
constituted a secret document which 
it was not to the interest of either 
country to publish. 

A feeling grew in diplomatic circles 
that angry small nations, perhaps 
headed by Sweden, will go to Geneva 
demanding that oil sanctions be In- 
voked forthwith. (Sweden is aroused 
over the bombing of a Swedish Red 
Cross unit in Ethiopia by Italian 
planes.) 

The French naval maneuver sends 
a huge number of vessels into the 
Mediterranean later this month, 

The British move is limited to 
strengthening the large fleet already 
stationed there through an exchange 
of ships, giving the empire additional 
tonnage in the troubled sector. Si- 
multaneously, British transports are 
converging at Southampton to embark 
additional British troops for foreign 


duty. 
Malta Easily Reached. 

Replacement ships, while not ac- 
tually entering the Mediterranean, 
will, nevertheless, take up stations at 
Gibraltar, guarding the entrance to 
that sea. From there they could speed- 
ily stea mto Malta or elsewhere in 
case of necessity. 

The exchange gives the British an 
additional aircraft carrier carrying 
three squadrons of planes and hun- 
dreds of aircraft men for duty adja- 
cent to Gibraltar. Aerial strength in

Defi Hurled at Jackson 
Day Observance Here by 
Senator Barkley; Radio

The American people themselves 
will write another Constitution of 
their own, if necessary, was the defi 
hurled at thé United States supreme 
court in Atlanta last night by Sena- 
tor Alben W. Barkley, of Kentucky, 
keynote speaker at this city’s observ- 
ance of Jackson Day. 

The roaring words of the Ken- 
tuckian, thunderous orator of the 
old school, drew a storm of sponta- 
neous approval from the 750 Atlan- 
tans, jammed elbow to elbow at the 
long dinner tables that reached into 
every corner of the hall. 

It was the climax of Senator 
Barkley’s speech and aroused his 
audience to a pitch that brought 
cries of “Go on! Go on! Don't stop!” 
as he attempted to close his address 
and make way for the speech of 
President Roosevelt that was being 
brought into the auditorium by radio 
from Washington. It was also At- 
lanta’s first inkling of the adminis- 
tration’s attitude toward the supreme 
court decision that two days ago 
wrecked the New Deal farm recovery 
program. 

Radio Failure Mars Event. 

The enthusiasm into which the 
senator whipped his audience served 
to diminish the disappointment that 
a few minutes later was the only 


gloomy note of the evening. The ra- 
dio that was bringing the President's 
voice from Washington went dead.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Congres- 
sional friends pf the Kennesaw Moun- 
tain Memorial park project in Geor- 
gia today expressed concern lest the 
project be abandoned by the govern- 
ment because of the exorbitantly high 
prices landowners within the proposed 
park area are asking. 

Representative Malcolm C. Tarver, 
of Dalton, author of the original park 
act enacted during the first session 
of the 74th congress, today asked a 
subcommittee on appropriations for 
the Department of the Interior to re- 
new last year’s appropriation of $70,- 
000 for establishment of the park, 

„While the committee agreed to my 
request,” said Judge Tarver, “They 
warned me that if real estate owners 
of land within the park area do not 
come down in the prices they are ask- 
ing the government to pay for the 
land, the committee will recommend 
that the entire project be abandoned.” 


Judge Tarver pointed out that be- 
cause of the high real estate prices 
being asked, little if any of the origi- 
nal $70,000 appropriation has been 
expended, and that if it not disbursed 
before July 1 of this year, the begin-

The queen’s anniversary came as 
infevined fascist sources stated Pre- 
mier Mussolini might send 100,000 
more troops to East Africa to 
strengthen his invading forces.

Queen Elena spent the day at the 
89 palace. There she received 
the embraces of her royal consort and 
their children. 

She became crown princess of Italy 
in October, 1896, when her husband, 
now 2 Victor Emmanuel, was 
prince of Piemeonte. 

The queen—thought of by Italians 
as the “wartime queen”—ascended 
the national throne with her husband 
in 1900 immediately after the assas- 
sination of King Humbert I.

The subcommittee evidenced some 
reluctance to continue the $70,000 ap- 
propriation, but Judge Tarver insisted 
that an additional year should be per- 
mitted within which a further effort 
might be made to secute the necessary 
lands within the limits of the appro- 
riation. At the insistence of Judge 
arver, a member of the full appro- 
priations committee, the subcommittee 
finally agreed to include in the interi- 
or department appropriation bill an 
extension of the availability of the 
$70,000 for another fiscal year. Mem- 
bers of the subcommittee, however, 
strongly intimated that unless suffi- 
cient interest by landowners was mani- 
fested to justify the feeling that nec 
essary lands can secured at rea- 
sonable prices the project undoubtedly 
would be definitely abandoned.

to fight every inch of the ideals and 
policies of the democratic republic in 
which he believed. An overwhelming 
proportion of the material power of 
the country was arrayed against him. 
The great media for the dissemination 
of information” and the moulding of 
publie opinion fought him. Haughty 
and: sterile intellectualism opposed 
him. Hollow and outworn tradition- 
alism shook a trembling finger at him. 
It seemed sometimes that all were

To act as such a committee of 
one you will need only your own 
appointment, an appointment which 
carries with it some effort, some ob- 
ligation on your part to carry out 
the task you have assigned to your- 
self. You will have to run down 
statements made to you by others 
which you may believe to false. 
You will need to analyze the mo- 
tives of those who make assertions 
to you, to make an inventory in 
your own community, in order that 
you may check and recheck for your- 
self and thereby be in a position to 
answer those who have been misled 
or those who would mislead. 


After my annual message to the 


propriately has become the symbol 
of certain great ideals. I like best 
to think of him as a man whom the 
average American deeply and*funda- 
mentally understood. To he masses 
of his countrymen his purposes and 
his character were an open 
They loved him well because they 
understood him well—his passion for 
justice, his championship of the 


trodden, his ardent and flaming pa- 
triotism. 

Jackson sought social justice and 
fought for human rights in his many 
battles to protect the people against 
autocratic or oligarchic aggression. 

If at times his passionate devotion 
to this cause of the average citizen 


* lent an amazing zeal to his thoughts, | 


his speech and his actions,. the peo- 
ple loved him for it the more. They 
realized the intensity of the attacks 
by his enemies, by those who, thrust 
from power and position, pursued him 
with relentless hatred. The bene- 
ficiaries of the abuses to which he 


the violence that political passions 
can generate. But the people of his 
day were not deceived. They loved 
him for the enemies he had made. 


FORMER PRESIDENT 
WAS BACKED BY ALL 

Backed not only by his party but 
by thousands who had belonged to 
other parties or belunged to no party 
at all, Andrew Jackson was com- 
pelled to fight every inch for the 
ideals and policies of the democratic 
republic in which he believed. 
An overwhelming proportion of the 
material power of the country was 
arrayed against him. The great media 
for the dissemination of information 
and the moulding of public opinion 
fought him. Haughety and sterile in- 
telleetualiem pposed him. Musty re- 
action disapproved him. Hollow and 
outworn traditionalism’ shook a trem- 
bling finger at him. It seemed that 
sometimes all were against him—all 
but the people of the United States. 

Because history so often repeats 
itself, let me analyze further. An- 
drew Jackson stands out as a great 
American, not merely because he was 
two-fisted and fought for the peo- 
ple’s rights, but because, through his 
career, he did as much as any man 
in our history to increase, on the 
part of the voters, knowledge of 
public problems and interest in their 
solution. Following the fundamentals 
of Jefferson he adhered t the broad 
philosophy that decisions made by 
the average of the voters would be 
more greatly enduring for, and help- 
ful to, the nation than decisions 
made by small segments of the elec- 
torate representing small or special 
classes endowed with great advan- 
tages of social or econc nic power. 


LIKE JEFFERSON, FACED 
GRAVE DIFFICULTIES 


He, like Jefferson, faced with the 
grave difficulty of disseminating 
facts, to the electorate as a whole, 
was compelled to combat epithets, 
generalities, misrepresentation and 
the suppression of facts by the proc- 
ess of asking his supporters, and in- 
deed all citizens, to constitute them- 
selves into informal committees for 
the purpose of obtaining the facts and 
of spreading them abroad among 
their friends, their associates and 
their fellow workers. 

I am aware that some wise-crack- 
ing columnist will probably say that 
good old Jackson no doubt realized 
that every red-blooded American citi- 
zen considered himself a committee 
of one anyway. Nevertheless, Jack- 
son got his ideas and his ideals 
across, not through any luxurious 
propaganda but because the man on 
the street and the man on the farm 
believed in his ideas, his ideals and 
his honesty, went out and dug up 
the facts and spread them abroad 
throughout the land. 

History repeats—I am becoming 
dimly eenscious of the fact that this 
year we are to have a national elec- 
tion. Sometimes at the close of a day 
I say to myself that the last national 
election must have been held a dozen 
years ago—so much water has run 
under the bridge, so many great 
events in our history have occurred 
since then. And yet 34 months, less 
than three years, have gone by since 
March, 1933. 


GREAT ACHIEVEMENTS 
ARE BEING REALIZED 


History repeats—in these crowded 
months, as in the days of Jackson, 
two great achievements stand forth 
—the rebirth of the interest and un- 
derstanding of a great citizenry in 
the problems of the nation and an 
established government which by pos- 
itive action has proved its devotion 
te the recovery and well-being of that 
citizenry. , 

Whatever may be the platform, 
whoever may be the nominee of the

By far the greater part of the 
businessmen, industrialists and other 
employers of the nation seek no spe- 
cial advantage; they seek only an 
equal opportunity to share in the 
benefits and the obligations of gov- 
ernment, 

A am naturally grateful for this 
support and for the understabding on 
their part that the government of the 
United States seeks to give them a 
square deal and a better deal—seeks 
to protect them and to save them 
from being plowed under by the 
small minority of businessmen and 
financiers, against whom I shall con- 
tinue to wage war. 


We can be thankful that people 
in all walks of life realize more and 
more that the government is a living 
force in their lives. They understand 
that the value of their government 
depends on the interest which they 
display in it and the knowledge they 
have of its policies.

They all see and hear the 
same thing. Dessie is a hell of a place 
and ought to be worse now that it has 
been virtually bombed out of exist- 
ence. What is the use of hanging 
around there? The negus made sure 
to send his censor along. 0 


Death And Sickness 


Three newspapermen died. One 
friend, a Spaniard, who was the spit- 
ting image of King Alfonso, lost con- 
sciousness in the morning and was 
dead in the evening. The previous 
evening he had been perfectly well. 
General Vergin's two Swedish aides-de- 
camp have died of fever. My old friend, 
Welchib Pasha, who commands the 
southern Ethiopian army, is hors de 
combat with malaria. If one-third of 
Italy’s soldiers on the Ogaden front 
are sick with fever, how is it with 
the newspapermen? You may argue 
that there are plenty of newspapermen 
in this world, and sos there are, but 
I have the feeling that the events are 
not worth dying for. What glory is 
there in being buried out there in 
Ethiopia? For whose sake? For Mus- 
solini's? Fur the negus? For the sake 
of having hung around —and not been 
able to deliver one good story in four 
months? 


I proposed to the assembled corre- 
spondents in August to lay a formal 
demand before the negus to let us go 
to the front and help us get there or 
failing that to quit Ethiopia in a body. 
I was voted down. Now at last the 
negus has let the men go as far as 
Dessie. That is to say, they are now 
stuck 400 kilometers from the actual 
fighting and in addition without the 
slightest news from Ababa. They are 
worse off than before. 


Tough Job 


All joking apart—the olive-skinned 
gals included—Ethiopia is an impos- 
sible country, The government has 
treated the newspapermen as a set of 
boobs. What news have they been al- 
lowed to send? A lot of nonsensical, 


inconsequential, innocuous matter. 
Read it over and you will see for 
yourself. A man knows more about 
what's going on at the front in Cairo 
and Alexandria in half an nour than 
in a week in Addis Ababa. The rea- 
son is he is not told anything, except 
what is contained in the nothing-say- 
ing daily government communique. I 
don’t think the newspapermén in Ery- 
threa are much better off. and Mar- 
shal Badoglio is not the man to 
make their let happier, but they 
learned more at least than the gang 
in Addis Ababa. 

The only way to keep the public in- 
formed about the progress of the war 
is to take up a position in some neu- 
tral spot and see both sides, after hav- 
ing investigated the land, the customs 
and the habits of the peoples in Ethi- 
opia itself.

HEALTH TALKS

The popular obsession that meat is 
bad for the arteries or bad for the 
kidneys or that it causes high blood 


quaint medical theory that “uric acid’ 


enigmatic “gout” to the most specific 
“rheumatism.” In recent years physi- 
cians have piped down on “gout” be- 
cause precise chemical tests generally 
show that there is no significant 
change in the urie acid metabolism in 
cases presumed to be of gouty char- 
acter or in conditions attributed to 
excess of uric acid in blood or tissues. 
The uric acid obsession is a grand 
talkipg point or selling point for 
quacks, but it can’t stand the light of 
scientific test. Yet in current medi- 
cal literature it still bobs up oc- 
casionally, and the docs who like to 
revive it get terribly indignant when 
their attitude is challenged, especially 
in 1 newspaper which their elients 
read. 


Another morbid notion which strong- 
ly appeals to the wiseacre layman 
particularly is that much meat in the 
diet somehow generates poisonous by- 
products in the intestine and so ac- 
counts for “autointoxication,” “tox- 
emia” or, as the diet charlatans now 
call it, “toxicosis“ and it is easy for 
the wiseacre to see that such a state 
would raise hob, with the arteries. 
cause high blood pressure, that tired 
feeling, nervousness or what have you. 
There is no more ground for this no- 
tion than there is for the uric acid 
obsession. No one has identified a 
poison or toxic substance generated in 
the putrefactive decomposition of meat 
which might account for any such un- 
toward symptoms. All morbid the- 
ories, medical or near-medical, are of 
little weight against the positive in- 
vestigations and findings of science. 
And actual practice amply supports 
the actual experiments or tests of the 
effect of meat eating. 
Stefansson, the noted arctic explor- 
er, voluntarily subsisted for a year on 
an exclusive meat diet, under the con- 
stant observation of scientific experts. 
He finished the experiment in rather 
better physical health than he had en- 
joyed when he started. He suffered 
none of the ill effects which the unin- 
formed and misinformed imagine too 
much meat would cause. The experi- 
ment showed that civilized man may 
thrive on a diet containing nothing 
but meat. 
The dinner menu of the regenera- 
tion regimen or corrective protective 
diet (for individuals who are growing 
old too young, feeling or showing 
signs of premature senility), includes 
a serving of meat, any kind of meat 
you like, preferably fresh meat, and 
when I say meat, of course the term 
includes beef,*veal, mutton, pork, fowl, 
game, fish, liver, kidney, sweetbread, 
ham, lamb or hash. resh meat is 
a fair source of vitamins, it should be 
rem@mbered. A recent report of ex- 
perimental and clinical] studies of vita- 
min B, by Vorhaus and co-workers 
(J. A. M. A.), estimates the normal 
adult intake of B as approximately a 
milligram daily, and says the richest 
sources are bran, leguminous seeds and 
lean pork. 

Certainly a fair ration of fresh 
meat is desirable in the C. P. diet.

NANKING, China, Jan. 8.—(4)— 
Chinese students rioted today in a 
renewed demonstration against what 
they consider Japanese aggression in 
North China. A gendarme was beat- 
en before the outbreak was sup- 


ressed. 

Students of the University of Nan- 
king, predominantly controlled by 
Americans, mauled the officer whom 
they found removing posters which 
urged Chinese resistance against for- 
eign invasion. 

Further trouble was averted, after 
police surrounded the university, when 
authorities of the institution induced 
the officers to depart. Strikes were 
begun in several institutions. 

Dispatches from Tientsin stated 
Japanese authorities had made new 
demands on North China leaders be- 
cause of an alleged insult to the 


Japanese flag by troops of the Chi- 


nese general, Sung Cheh-yuan. 

The Jgpanese consul general at 
Tientsin was said to have demanded 
punishment of the persons who tore 
a Japanese flag from a Japanese shop 
which they ransacked at Taku. He 
was reported also to have insisted on 
an indemnity, an apology and imme- 
diate suppression of anti-Japanese ac- 
tivities.

That was done, 
to a large extent, by a man na 
Copernicus. He was born in a Ger- 
man section of Poland, and was partly 
of German stock. 

Copernicus wrote a book to tell why 
he believed the earth moved around 
the sun. He said that the earth was 
really a planet, and that all the plan- 
ets traveled around the sun. hat 
was a shocking thing to say in those 
days. Copernicus appears to have 
been afraid to publish his book, but 
at last it went to the printer. We 
are told that the first printed copy 
was placed in -his hands when he lay 
dying. His death took place 25 years 
after Magellan's ship, the Victoria, fin- 
ished the famous voyage around the 
world.
